I find by referring to a 
Circular, issued by our National 
Superintendent, that the middle 
and western states have adopted 
the system more generally than 
the New England states. Allow 
me to quote from a few of the many 
testimonials of prominent educa¬ 
tors, which will show the extent 
and value of the work. Wm.T.Har- 
ris, U.S.Commissioner of Education 
says: “It tends to prevent pauper¬ 
ism, crime, intemperance, prodi¬ 
gality and various vices, and to 
,make children thrifty, orderly and 
economical and discriminating in 
the use of money. It has its in¬ 
fluence upon all phases of econo¬ 
my and propagates virtue.” 

Nathan C. Schaeffer, Superin¬

Da¬ 
kota, Minnesota and even far away 
M°xico, but will only add one more.

Geography From a Car Window. 

Knowing one’s own country, like 
knowing one’s self, is a matter of 
distances and perspectives. Look¬ 
ing at the map and becoming fa¬ 
miliar with the shore-lines, the- 
courses of rivers, the situations of 
towns and cities, and the per¬ 
ipheries of States and counties, can 
afford but small knowledge touch¬ 
ing the real features of a continent. 
True, we might easily recognize a 
mountain peak or a stretch of 
headlands by reference to a small 
photograph; bat when we come to 
climb the neight or walk some 
miles along the sea-washed and 
wind-swept bluff there comes an 
understanding vastly deeper and 
greater than could have been even 
vaguely suggested by the most 
truthful descriptions and pictures, 
maps and tables of distances. Land¬ 
scapes, s^a-reaches, horizons, hills, 
valleys, towns, cities, countrysides 
have a way of informing us direct¬ 
ly and immediately—they give us 
a thousand details not down in the 
best guide books. 

On the map the lit t'o space be¬ 
tween St. Louis and Philadelphia 
looks scarcely worth considering; 
but undertake the journey across 
it by the ancient stage-coach and 
the distance will gradually grow 
and grow, until midway of it tho 
task undertaken wili burden every 
nerve of the body and discourage 
every well of mental energy. We 
begin to realize, under such a 
strain, what the smaller areas of 
our country may be. Day after 
day we piod along; at every stop¬ 
ping-place we look at the map to 
see where we hre, and our progress 
is slower, it seems, than that of a 
snail. 

But it is when we set our faces 
Southward or Westward and fly 
by rail, that the splendor of dis¬ 
tance truly dazzlesus. Perhaps a 
winter sweep toward the Gulf of 
Mexico from a high northern point 
affords the most sudden realiza¬ 
tion of America’s greatness of ex¬ 
tent. A day of snow and ice, the 
wind blowing fiercely from a 
Boreal cave, the thermometer 
cruelly boasting its ability to dive 
many degrees below zero, the hills 
white, the trees bare, the sky like 
blue ice, the sun a mere twinkle on 
the far Southern sky-siope—and 
ia one’s pocket a bit of pasteboard* 
good for ft seat in a railway parlor 
car all the way to the Gulf shore ; 
ajong whistle-blast, and then a 
rush down the slope of the world. 

Twenty-four hours later, after a 
night of broken sleep in a narrow 
and shallow berth, We look forth 
and see palm trees gliding and 
whirling backward past us. Where 
are wo?

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IN HIS STEPS. 


M What Would Jesus Do?”

“What is the test of Christian disci- 
pleship ? Is it not the same as in Christ's 
own lifetime ?• Have onr surroundings 
modified or changed the test ? If Jesus 
were here today, would he not call soma 
of the members of this very church to 
do just what he commanded the young 
man and ask him to give up his wealth 
and literally follow him ? I believe he 
would do that if he felt certain that 
any church member thought more of 
his possessions than of his Saviour. The 
test would be the same today as then. 
I believe Jesus would demand, he does 
demand now, as close a following, as 
much suffering, as great self denial, as 
when he lived in person on the earth 
and said, ‘Except a man renounceth all 
that he hath, he cannot be my disciple’ 
—that is, unless he is willing to do it 
for my sake he cannot be my disciple. 

“What wold be the result if in this 
city every church member should begin 
to do as Jesus would do? It is not easy 

to go into details of the result, but we 
.all know that certain things would be 
impossible that are now practiced by 
■church members. What would Jesus do 
in the matter of wealth? Hew would 
'he spend it ? What principle would reg- 
vulate his use of money? Would he bo 
iiikely to live in great luxury and spend 
den times as much on personal adorn- 
anent and entertainment as he spent to 
velieve the needs of suffering humanity ? 
How would Jesus be governed in the 
making of money? Would he take rent¬ 
als from saloon and other disreputable 
property or even from tenement prop¬ 
erty that was so constructed that the 
Inmates had no such thing as a home 
and no such possibility as privacy or 
cleanliness ? 

“What would Jesus do about the 
great army of unemployed and desper¬ 
ate who tramp the streets and curse 
the church or are indifferent to it, lost 
in the bitter struggle for the bread that 
tastes bitter when it is earned, on ac¬ 
count of the desperate conflict to get it ? 
Would Jesus care nothing for them? 
Would he go his way in comparative 
ease and comfort? Would he say it was 
none of bis business? Would he excuse 
himself from all responsibility to remove 
the causes of such a condition ? 

“What would Jesus do in the center 
of a civilization that hurries so fast 
after money that the very girls em¬ 
ployed in great business houses are not 
paid enough to keep soul and body to¬ 
gether without fearful temptations, so 
great that scores of them fall and aro 
swept over the great, boiling abyss; 
where the demands of trade sacrifice 
hundreds of lads in a business that ig¬ 
nores all Christian duties toward them 
in the way of education and moral 
training and personal affection ? Would 
Jesus if he were here today, as a part 
of our age and commercial industry, 
feel nothing, do nothing, say nothing, 
in the face of these facts, which every 
business man knows ? 

“What would Jesus do? Is not that 
what the disciple ought to do ? Is ho 
not commanded to follow in his steps ? 
How much is the Christianity of the 
ago suffering for him ? Is it denying it¬ 
self at the cost of ease, comfort, luxury, 
elegance of living? What does the age 
need more than personal sacrifice? Does 
the church do its duty in following 
Jesus when it gives a little money to 
establish missions or relieve extreme 
cases of want? Is it any sacrifice for a 
man who is worth $10,000,000 simply 
to give $10,000 for some benevolent 
work? Is he not giving something that 
costs him practically nothing, so far as 
any personal pain or suffering goes? Is 
it true that the Christian disciples to¬ 
day in most of our churches are living 
soft, easy, selfish lives, Very far from 
any sacrifice that can be called sacrifice ? 
What would Jesus do? 

“It is tne personal element that 
Christian discipleship needs to empha¬ 
size. ‘The gift without the giver is 
bare. ’ The Christianity that attempts 
to suffer by proxy is not the Christian¬ 
ity of Christ. Each individual Chris¬ 
tian, business man, citizen, needs to 
follow in his steps along the path of 
personal sacrifice for him. There is not 
a different path today from that of 
Jesus* own times. It is the same path. 
The call of this dying century and of 
the new one soon to bo is called for a 
new discipleship, a new fellowship of 
Jesus, more like the early, simple, apos¬ 
tolic Christianity when the disciples 
loft all and literally followed the Mas¬ 
ter. Nothing but a discipleship of this 
kind can face the destructive selfishness 
of the age with any hope of overcoming 
it. There is a great quantity of nom¬ 
inal Christianity today. There is need 
of more of the real kind. "We need a 
revival of the Christianity of Christ. 
We have, unconsciously, lazily, selfish¬ 
ly, formally, grown into a discipleship 
that Jesus himself would not acknowl¬ 
edge. He would say to many of us 
when we cry, 'Lord, Lord,' ‘I never 
knew you.' Are wo ready to take up 
the Cross? Is it possible for this church 
to sing with exact truth; 

“JfcSiia, I iriy cross have taken, 

All to leave and follow thee? 

“If we can sing that truly, then wo 
may claim discipleship, but if onr defi¬ 
nition of being a Christian is simply to 
enjoy the privileges of worship, be gen¬ 
erous at no expense to oiirselves, have 
a good, easy time, surrounded by pleas¬ 
ant friends and by comfortable things, 
live respectably and at the same time 
Avoid the world’s great stress of sin and 
trouble because it is too much pain to 
bear it—if this is Onr definition of 
Christianity, surely wo are a long way 
from following the steps of him Who 
trod the way With groans and tears and 
Sobs of angnish for a lost humanity; 
■who sweat, as it were, great drops of 


blood; who cried out on the npreared 
cross, ‘My Cod, my God. why hast thou 
forsaken mo?’ 

“Are we ready to make and live a 
new discipleship ? Are we ready to re¬ 
consider our definition of a Christian ? 
What is it to he a Christian ? It is to 
imitate Jesus. It is to do as he would 
do. It is to walk in his steps, ” 

When Henry Maxwell finished his 
sermon, he paused and looked at the 
people with a look they never forgot 
and at the moment did not understand. 
Crowded into that fashionable church 
that day were hundreds of men and 
women who had for years lived the 
easy, satisfied life of a nominal Chris¬ 
tianity, A great silence fell ever the 
congregation. Through the silence there 
came to the consciousness of all the 
souls there present a knowledge, stran- 
ger to them now fo years, of a Divine 
power. Every one' xpected the preacher 
to call for volunteers who would do as 
Jesus would do, but Henry Maxwell 
had been led by the Spirit .to deliver 
his message this time and wait for re- 
; suits to come. ' 

j He closed the service with a tender 
prayer that kept the Divine presence 
| lingering very near every hearer, and 
the people slowly rose to go out. 

Then followed a scene that would 
have been impossible if any mere man 
had been alone in his striving for re¬ 
sults. 

Men and women in . rent numbers 
crowded around the j.i.uform to see 
Henry Maxwell and to bring him the 
promise of their consecration to the 
pledge to do as Jesus would do. It 
was a voluntary, spontaneous move¬ 
ment that broke upon Maxwell’s soul 
with a result he could not measure. But 
had he not n-en praying for this very 
thing? It was an answer that more 
than met his desires. 

There followed this movement a 
prayer service that in its impressions 
repeated the Raymond experience. In 
the evening, to Maxwell’s intense joy, 
the Endeavor society, almost to a mem¬ 
ber, came forward, as so many of the 
church members had done in the morn¬ 
ing, and seriously, solemnly, tenderly, 
took the pledge to do as Jesus would 
do. A deep wave of spiritual baptism 
broke over the meeting near its close 
that was indescribable in its tender, 
joyful, sympathetic results. 

That was a remarkable day in the 
history of that church, but even more 
so in the history of Henry Maxwell. He 
left the meeting very late. He went to 
his room at the settlement, where he 
was still stopping, and after an hour 
with the bishop and Dr. Bruce, spent in 
a joyful rehearsal of the wonderful 
events of the day, he sat down to think 
over again by himself all the experience 
he was having as a Christian disciple. 

He kneeled to pray, as he always did 
now, before going to sleep, and it was 
while he was on his knees this night 
that he had a wafting vision of what 
might he in the World when once the 
new discipleship had made its way into 
the conscience and consciousness of 
Christendom. He was fully conscious of 
being awake, but no less certainly did 
it seem to him that he saw certain re¬ 
sults with great distinctness, partly as 
realities of the future, partly as great 
longings that they might be realities, 
and this is what Henry Maxwell saw in 
this waking vision; * 

He saw himself first going hack to the 
First church in Raymond, living there 
in a simpler, more self denying fashion 
than ho had yet been willing to observe, 
j because he saw ways in which he could 
j help others who were really dependent 
j on him for help. He also saw more dim- 
j ly that the time would come when liis 
position as pastor of the church would 
J cause him to suffer more, on account of 
growing opposition to his interpretation 
of Jeans and his conduct, but this was 
vaguely outlined. Through it all he 
heard the words. “My grace is suffi¬ 
cient for thee.’’ , 

He saw Rachel Winslow and Virginia 
Page going on with their work of serv¬ 
ice at the Rectangle and reaching out 
loving hands of helpfulness far beyond 
the limits of Raymond. Rachel he saw 
married to Rollin Page, both fnlly Con¬ 
secrated to the Master’s use, both fol¬ 
lowing in his steps with an eagerness 
intensified and purified by their love 
for each other, and Rachel’s voice sang 
on in the slnms and dark places of de¬ 
spair and sin and drew lost souls back 
to God and heaven once more. 

Ho saw President Marsh of the col¬ 
lege using his great learning and his 
great influence to purify the city, to 
ennoble its patriotism, to inspire the 
young men and women who loved as 
well as admired him to live lives Of 
Christian service, always teaching them 
that education means great responsibil¬ 
ity for the weak and the ignorant. He 
saw Alexander Powers meeting with 
sore trials in his family life, with a 
constant sorrow in the estrangement of 
wife and friends, hut still going his 
way in all honor, seeing and living in 
all his strength the Master, whom he 
had obeyed even unto loss of social dis¬ 
tinction and wealth. 

He saw Milton Wright, the merchant, 
meeting with great reverses, thrown 
upon the future by a combination of 
circumstances, with vast business in¬ 
terests involved in ruin, through no 
fault of his own, but coming out of all 
his reverses with clean Christian honor, 
to begin and work up to a position 
where he could again be to hundreds of 
young men •• •sample of what Jesns 
Would be i- .. ’S, 

He saw i v . Norman, editor of 
The News. >m n of the money giv¬ 
en by Virg; tvot ig a force in jour¬ 
nalism tha* riiut mio to be recog¬ 
nized as on, tin* il factors of the 
nation, to tn< ** t .ciples and actu¬ 
ally shape it.- <' a daily illustra¬ 
tion of the mi^, a Christian ptess 
and the first of a series of such papers 
begun and carried on by other disciples 
Who had also taken the pledge. 

He saw Jasper Chase, who had denied 
his Master, growing into a cold, cynical, 
formal life, writing novels that were 
social successes, hut each one with a 
sting in it, the reminder of his denial, 


the bitter remorse that, do what he 
would, no social success could remove. 

He saw Rose Sterling, dependent for 
some years upon her aunt and Felicia, 
finaliy married to a man far older than 
, herself, accepting the burden of a rela¬ 
tion that had no love in it on her part 
because of her desire to be the wife of a 
rich man and enjoy the physical inj¬ 
uries that were all of life to her. Over 
this life also Hie vision cast cert„n 
dark and awful shadows, but they were 
not shown to him in detail. 

He saw Felicia and Stephen Clyde 
happily married, living a beautiful life 
together, enthusiastic, joyful in suffer¬ 
ing. pouring out their great, strong, 
fragrant service into the dull, dark, 
terrible places of the great city and re¬ 
deeming souls through the personal 
tonch of their home, dedicated to the 
human homesickness all about them. 

He saw Dr. Brace and the bishop go¬ 
ing on with the settlement work. He 
seemed to see the great blazing motto 
oyer the door enlarged, “What Wonld 
Jesns Do?” and the daily answer to 
that question was redeeming the city 
in its greatest need. 

He saw Burns and his companion 
and a great company of men like them 
redeemed and going in turn to others, 
conquering their passions by the Divine 
grace and proving by their daily lives 
the reality of the new birth, even in the 
lowest and most abandoned. 

And now the vision was troubled. It 
seemed to him that as he kneeled he be¬ 
gan to pray; and the vision was more 
of a longing for a fnture than a reality 
in the future. The church of Jesus in 
the city and throughont the country— 
would it follow Jesus? Was the move¬ 
ment begun in Raymond fo spend itself 
in a few churches like Nazareth Avenue 
and the one where he had preached to¬ 
day and then die away'as a local move¬ 
ment, a stirring on the surface, but not 
to extend deep and far ?

He 
thought he saw the church of Jesus ip 
America open its heart to the moving 
of the Spirit and rise to the sacrifice of 
its ease and self satisfaction in the 
name of Jesus. He thought he saw the 
motto, “What Would Jesns Do?’’ in¬ 
scribed over every church door and 
written on every church member’s 
heart. The vision vanished. It came 
back clearer than before, and he saw 
the Endeavor societies all over the 
world carrying in their great proces¬ 
sions at some mighty convention a ban¬ 
ner on which was inscribed, “What 
Would Jesns Do?” and he thought in 
the faces of the young men and women 
he saw fnture joy of suffering, loss, 
self denial, martyrdom, and when this 
part of thfdtision slowly faded he saw 
the figure of the Son of God beckoning 
to him and to all the other actors in his 
life history. An angel choir somewhere 
was singing. There was a sound as of 
many, voices and a shout as of a great 
victory, and the figure of Jesus grew 
more and more splendid. He stood at 
the end of a long flight of steps, “Yes I 
Yes I O my Master, has not the time 
come for this dawn of the millennium 
of Christian history? Oh, break upon 
the Christendom of this age with the 
light and the truth I Help us to follow 
thee all the way 1” 

He rose at last with the awe of one 
who has looked at heavenly things. He 
felt the human forces and the human 
sins of the world as never before, and, 
with a hope that walks hand in band 
with faith and love, Henry Maxwell, 
disciple of Jesus, laid him down to sleep 
and dreamed of the regeneration of 
. Christendom and saw in his dream a 
; church of Jesus “without spot or wrin- 
i kle cr any such thing,” following him 
' all the way. walking obediently in his 
steps.

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SUBDRAINAGE OF RQADS, 

Water Should He Kept From Below 
as Well ns Above, 

In order, to have a good road it is just 
as necessary that water should not be 
allowed to attack the substructure 
from below as that it should not be 
permitted to percolate it from above, 
Especially is the former provision es¬ 
sential in cold climates, where if water 
is allowed to remain in the substructure 
the whole roadway is liable to become 
broken up and destroyed by fi\ost and 
the wheels of vehicles. Therefore

WATER DESTROTS ROADS. 

soils surface drainage is not all that is 
necessary. Common side drains catch 
surface water, and surface water only. 
Isaac Tot tor says: 

“Many miles of road are on low, flat 
lands and on springy soils, and thou¬ 
sands of miles of prairie roads are for 
many mouths in. the year laid on a wet 
subsoil. In all such cases—and. indeed, 
in every case where the nature of the 
ground is not such as to insure quick 
drainage—the road may be vastly ben¬ 
efited by underdrainage. An under¬ 
drain clears the soil of surplus water, 
dries it, warms it and makes impossi¬ 
ble the formation of deep, heavy, fro¬ 
zen crusts, which are found in every 
undrained road when the severe winter 
weather follows the heavy fall rains. 
This frost causes uine-tenths of the dif¬ 
ficulties of travel in the time of sudden 
or long continued thaws. 

_"Roads constructed over wet, uu- 

drained lands are always difficult to 
manage and expensive to maintain, 
and they are liable to be broken up in 
wet weather or after frosts. It will be 
much cheaper in the long run to go to 
tile expense of "making the drainage of 
the subjacent soil and substructure as 
perfect as possible. There is scarcely 
an earth road In the United States 
which cannot be so improved by sur¬ 
face or subdrainage as to yield benefits 
to the farmers a hundred times greater 
in value than the cost of the drains 
themselves. 

“Underdrains are not expensive. On 
the contrary, they are cheap and easily 
made, and if made in a substantial 
way and according to the rules of com¬ 
mon sense a good underdrain will last 
for ages. > Use the best tools and ma¬ 
terials you can got, employ them as 
well as you know how and wait result 
with a clear conscience. Slim fagots 
of Wood bound together and laid 
lengthwise at the bottom of a carefully 
graded drain ditch will answer fairly 
Well if stone or draintile cannot be 
had and w'ill be of infinite benefit to a 
dirt road laid on springy soils.” 

MARYLA ND HIG HWAYS. 

Improved Ronds Wonld Save ?3,000,- 
OOO Venrly to Farmers. 

Figures gathered by the state geo¬ 
logical survey in Maryland as prelimi¬ 
nary to the work of road improve¬ 
ment in that state show that of the 
4,-lSI5 miles of public road in the state 
only 1,300 miles are improved. The 
road laws are not of a character to in¬ 
sure good roads and, as a result, the 
roads are badly located, badly graded, 
badly drained and badly surfaced, 
causing it very heavy tax on all haul¬ 
ing. 

The average distance .each ton of 
freight is hauled to or from the Mary¬ 
land farms is 0.7 miles; the average 
cost is 20 cents a mile per ton, or $1,74 
a ton for the whole haul. There are 
about 5,000,000 acres of farm land in 
Maryland, and there Is about one ton 
of freight hauled annually per acre to 
or from each farm. . The total cost, 
therefore, of this transportation is over 
$8,500,000 a year. The cost of hauling 
in New Jersey has been reduced one- 
half Where the roads are improved. 
Therefore, by improving Maryland 
roads one-half of this sum could be 
saved. 

Making a liberal allowance for the 
fact that part of the hauling is done 
over toll roads and that some of it goes 
over Unimportant roads that could not 
he Immediately improved, it is estimat¬ 
ed that at least $3,000,000 a year could 
be saved by improving the main roads 
in the state, A similar estimate is 
readied by considering the reduction 
in the number of draft animals neces¬ 
sary and the saving in the wear and 
tear on animals, wagons and harness 
by good roads,

“What is the test of Christian disci¬ 
pleship ? Is it not the same as in Christ’s 
own lifetime?- Have onr surroundings 
modified or changed the test? If Jesus 
were here today, would he not call some 
of the members of this very church to 
do just what he commanded the young 
man and ask him to give up his wealth 
and literally follow him ? I believe he 
would do that if he felt certain that 
any church member thought more of 
his possessions than of his Saviour. The 
test would be the same today as then. 
I believe Jesus would demand, he does 
demand now, as close a following, as 
much suffering, as great self denial, as 
when he lived in person on the earth 
and said, ‘Except a man renounceth all 
that he hath, he cannot be my disciple’ 
—that is, unless he is willing to do it 
for my sake he cannot be my disciple. 

“What wo'sld be the result if in this 
city every church member should begin 
to do as Jesus would do? It is not easy 

to go into details of the result, but we 
.all know that certain things would be 
ampossible that are now practiced by 
•church members. What would Jesus do 
•in the matter of wealth? Hew would 
'he spend it ? What principle would reg- 
iulate his use of money? Would he be 
aifeely to live in great luxury and spend 
ten times as much on personal adorn¬ 
ment and entertainment as he spent to 
relieve the needs of suffering humanity ? 
How would Jesus be governed in the 
making of money? Would he take rent¬ 
als from saloon and other disreputable 
property or even from tenement prop¬ 
erty that was so constructed that the 
Ininates had no such thing as a home 
and no such possibility as privacy or 
cleanliness ? 

“What would Jesus do about the 
great army of unemployed and desper¬ 
ate who tramp the streets and curse 
the church or are indifferent to it, lost 
in the bitter struggle for the bread that 
tastes bitter when it is earned, on ac¬ 
count of the desperate conflict to get it ? 
Would Jesus care nothing for them? 
Would he go his way in comparative 
ease and comfort? Would he say it was 
none of his business? Would he excuse 
himself from all responsibility to remove 
the causes of such a condition? 

“What would Jesus do in the center 
of a civilization that hurries so fast 
after money that the very girls em¬ 
ployed in great business houses are not 
paid enough to keep soul and body to¬ 
gether without fearful temptations, so 
great that scores of them fall and are 
swept over the great, boiling abyss; 
where the demands of trade sacrifice 
hundreds of lads in a business that ig¬ 
nores all Christian duties toward thorn 
in the way of education and moral 
training and personal affection? Would 
Jesus if he were here today, as a part 
of our age and commercial industry, 
feel nothing, do nothing, say nothing, 
in the face of these facts, which every 
business man knows? 

“What would Jesus do? Is not that 
What the disciple ought to do ? Is ho 
not commanded to follow in his steps ? 
How much is the Christianity of the 
age suffering for him ? Is it denying it¬ 
self at the cost of ease, comfort, luxury, 
elegance of living? What does the age 
need more than personal sacrifice ? Does 
the church do its duty in following 
Jesus when it gives a little money to 
establish missions or relieve extreme 
cases of want? Is it any sacrifice for a 
man who is worth $10,000,000 simply 
to give $10,000 for some benevolent 
work? Is he not giving something that 
costs him practically nothing, so far as 
any personal pain or suffering goes? Is 
it true that the Christian disciples to¬ 
day in moBt of our churches are living 
soft, easy, selfish lives, very far from 
any sacrifice that can be called sacrifice ? 
What would Jesus do? 

“It is tno personal element that 
Christian discipleship needs to empha¬ 
size. ‘The gift without the giver is 
bare.' The Christianity that attempts 
to suffer by proxy is not the Christian¬ 
ity of Christ. Each individual Chris¬ 
tian, business man, citizen, needs to 
follow in his steps along the path of 
personal sacrifice for him. There is not 
a different path today from that of 
Jesus’ own times. It is the same path. 
The call of this dying century and of 
the new one soon to bo is called for a 
new discipleship, a new fellowship of 
Jesus, more like the early, simple, apos¬ 
tolic Christianity when the disciples 
loft all and literally followed the Mas¬ 
ter, Nothing but a discipleship of this 
kind can face the destructive selfishness 
of the age with any hope of overcoming 
it. There is a great quantity of nom¬ 
inal Christianity today, There is need 
of more of the real kind. We need a 
revival of the Christianity of Christ. 
We have, unconsciously, lazily, selfish¬ 
ly, formally, grown into a discipleship 
that Jesus himself would not acknowl¬ 
edge. He would say to many of tis 
when we cry, ‘Lord, Lord,' 'I never 
know you.’ Are we ready to take up 
the cross? Is it possible for this church 
to sing with exact truth; 

“Jesus, 1 my cross have taken, 

All to leave and follow thee? 

“If we can sing that truly, then we 
may claim discipleship, but if our defi¬ 
nition of being a Christian is simply to 
enjoy the privileges of worship, he gen¬ 
erous at no expense to onrsolves, have 
U good, easy time, surrounded by pleas¬ 
ant friends and by comfortable things, 
live respectably and at the same time 
avoid the World's great stress of sin and 
trouble because it is too much pain to 
bear it—if this is onr definition Of 
Christianity, snrely we are a long Way | 
from following the steps of him who j 
trod the way With groans and tears and 
Sobs of anguish for a lost humanity; 
wkd sweat, as it were, great drops of 
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blood; who cried out on the upreared 
cross, ‘My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?’ 

“Are we ready to make and live a 
new discipleship ? Are we ready to re¬ 
consider our definition of a Christian ? 
What is it to be a Christian ? It is to 
imitate Jesus, It is to do as he would 
do. It is to walk in his steps," 

When Henry Maxwell finished his 
sermon, he paused and looked at the 
people with a look they never forgot 
and at the moment did not understand. 
Crowded into that fashionable church 
that day were hundreds of men and 
women who had for years lived the 
easy, satisfied life of a nominal Chris¬ 
tianity, A great silence fell over the 
congregation. Through the silence there 
came to the consciousness of all the 
souls there present a knowledge, stran- 
1 ger to them now fo years, of a Divine 
j power. Everyone' xpectedthe preacher 
to call for volunteers who would do as 
Jesus would do, but Henry Maxwell 
had been led by the Spirit .to deliver 
his message this time and wait for re¬ 
sults to come. ; 

He closed the service, with a tender 
prayer that kept the Divine presence 
lingering very near every hearer, and 
the people slowly rose to go out. 

Then followed a scene that would 
have been impossible if any mere man 
had been alone in his striving for re¬ 
sults. 

Men and women in ■ rent numbers 
crowded around the j.j.uform to see 
Henry Maxwell and to bring him the 
promise of their consecration to the 
pledge to do as Jesus would do. It 
was a voluntary, spontaneous move¬ 
ment that broke upon Maxwell’s soul 
with aresult bo could uot measure. But 
had he not h -on praying for this very 
thing? It V,as an answer that more 
than met his desires.

He saw Rachel Winslow and Virginia 
Page going on with their work of serv¬ 
ice at the Rectangle and reaching out 
loving hands of helpfulness far beyond 
the limits of Raymond, Racliel be saw 
married to Rollin Page, both folly con¬ 
secrated to the Master’s use, both fol¬ 
lowing in his steps with an eagerness 
intensified and purified by their love 
for each other, and Rachel’s voice sang [ 
on in the slums and dark places of de¬ 
spair and sin and drew lost souls back 
to God and heaven once more. 

Ho saw President Marsh of the col¬ 
lege using his great learning and his 
great influence to purify the city, to j 
ennoble its patriotism, to inspire the 
young men and women who loved as 
well as admired him to live lives of 
Christian service, always teaching them 
that education means great responsibit- I 
ity for the weak and the ignorant. He 
saw Alexander Powers meeting with 
sore trials in his family life, with a 
constant sorrow in the estrangement of 
Wife and friends, but still going his 
way in all honor, seeing and living in 
all his strength the Master, whom he 
had obeyed even unto loss of social dis¬ 
tinction and Wealth, 

He saw Milton Wright, the merchant, 
meeting with great reverses, thrown 
upon the future by a combination of 
circumstances, with Vast business in¬ 
terests involved in min, through no 
fault of his own, httt coming out of ail 
his reverses with clean Christian honor, 
to begin and work up to a position

He saw Iv . Norman, editor of

ally shape it;- ** x daily illustra¬ 
tion of the mi b a Christian press 
and the first of a series of such papers 
begun and carried on by other disciples 
Who had also taken the pledge. 

He saw Jasper Chase, who had denied 
his Master, growing into a cold, cynical, 
formal life, writing novels that were 
social successes, hut each one with a 
Sting in it, the reminder of his denial, 


the bitter remorse that, do what he 
wonld, no social success could remove. 

He saw Rose Sterling, dependent for 
some years upon her aunt and Felicia, 
finally married to a man far older than 
herself, accepting the burden of a rela¬ 
tion that had no love in it'on her part 
because of her desire to be the wife of a 
rich man and enjoy the physical lux¬ 
uries that were all of life to her. Over 
this life also the vision cast certa.n 
dark and awful shadows, but they were 
not shown to him in detail. 

He saw Felicia and Stephen Clyde 
happily married, living a beautiful life 
together, enthusiastic, joyful in suffer¬ 
ing, pouring out their great, strong, 
fragrant service into the dull, dark, 
terrible places of the great city and re¬ 
deeming souls through the personal 
touch of their home, dedicated to the 
human homesickness all about them. 

He saw Dr. Bruce and the bishop go¬ 
ing on with the settlement work. He 
seemed to see the great blazing motto 
over the door enlarged, “What Wonld 
Jesus Do?’’ and the daily answer to 
that question was redeeming the city 
in its greatest need. 

He saw Burns and his companion 
and a great company of men like them 
redeemed and going in turn to other’s, 
conquering their passions by the Divine 
grace and proving by their daily lives 
the reality of the new birth, even in the 
lowest and most abandoned. 

And now the vision was troubled. It 
seemed to him that as he kneeled he be¬ 
gan to pray, and the vision was more 
of a longing for a future than a reality 
in the future. The church of Jesus in 
the city and throughout the country— 
would it follow Jesus?

He felt with 
agony after the vision again. He 
thought he saw the church of Jesus ip 
America open its heart to the moving 
of the Spirit and rise to the sacrifice of 
its ease and self satisfaction in the 
name of Jesus. He thought he saw the 
motto, “What Would Jesus Do?” in¬ 
scribed over every church door and 
written on every church member’s 
heart. The vision vanished. It came 
hack clearer than before, and he saw 
the Endeavor societies all over the 
world carrying in their great proces¬ 
sions at some mighty convention a ban¬ 
ner on which was inscribed, “What 
Would Jesus Do?” and he thought in 
the faces of the young men and women 
he saw future joy of suffering, loss, 
self denial, martyrdom, and when this 
part of thfc^ision slowly faded he saw 
the figure of the Son of God beckoning 
to him and to all the other actors in his 
life history. An angel choir somewhere 
was singing. There was a sound as of 
many, voices and a shout as of a great 
victory, and the figure of Jesus grew 
more and more splendid. He stood at 
the end of a long flight of steps. “Yes I 
Yes 1 O my Master, has not the time 
come for this dawn of the millennium 
of Christian history ? Oh, break upon 
the Christendom of this age with the 
light and the truth! Help ns to follow 
thee all the way 1” 

He rose at last with the awe of one 
who has looked at heavenly things. He 
felt the human forces and the human 
sinp of the world as never before, and, 
with a hope that walks band in hand 
with faith and love, Henry Maxwell, 
disciple of Jesus, laid him down to sleep 
and dreamcA of the regeneration of 
Christendom and saw in his dream a 
church of Jesus “without spot or wrin¬ 
kle cr any such thing,” following him 
all the way, walking obediently in his 
steps.

Water Should Be Kept Prom Below 
a. Well as Above. 

In order, to have a good road it is just 
as necessary that water should not be 
allowed to attack the substructure 
from below as that it should not be 
permitted to percolate it from above. 
Especially is the former provision es¬ 
sential in cold climates, where if water 
is allowed to remain in the substructure 
the whole roadway is liable to become 
broken up and destroyed by fr,ost and 
the wheels of vehicles. Therefore 
where the road runs through low, wet 
lands or over certain kinds of clayey

soils surface drainage is uot all that is 
necessary. Common side drains catch 
surface water, and surface water only. 
Isaac Potter says: 

“Many miles of road are on low. flat 
lands anti on springy soils, and thou¬ 
sands of miles of prairie roads are for 
many months in. the year laid on a wet 
subsoil. In all such cases—and. indeed, 
in every ease where the nature of the 
ground is not such as to insure quick 
drainage—the road may be vastly ben¬ 
efited by underdrainage. An under- 
drain clears the soil of surplus water, 
dries it, warms it and makes impossi¬ 
ble the formation of deep, heavy, fro¬ 
zen crusts, which are found in every 
nndrained road when the severe winter 
weather follows the heavy fall rains. 
This frost causes nine-tenths of the dif¬ 
ficulties of travel in the time of sudden 
or long continued thaws. 

“Roads constructed over wet, un- 
drained lands are always difficult to 
manage and expensive to maintain, 
and they are liable to be broken up in 
wet weather or after frosts. It will be 
much cheaper in the long run to go to 
the expense ofihakiug the drainage of 
the subjacent soil and substructure as 
perfect as possible. There is scarcely 
an earth road in the United States 
which cannot be so improved by sur¬ 
face or subdrainage as to yield benefits 
to the farmers a hundred times greater 
in value than the cost of the drains 
themselves. 

“Underdrains are not expensive. On 
the contrary, they are cheap and easily 
made, and if made in a substantial 
way and according to the rules of com¬ 
mon sense a good underdrain will last 
for ages, i Use the best tools and ma¬ 
terials you can get, employ them as 
well as you know how and wait result 
with a clear conscience. Slim fagots 
of wood bound together and laid 
lengthwise at the bottom of a carefully 
graded drain ditch will answer fairly 
well If stone or draintile cannot bo 
had and will be of infinite benefit to a 
dirt road laid on springy soils.” 


MARYLA ND HIG HWAYS. 

Improved Honda Wonld Save $3,000,- 
OOO Yearly to Farmers. 

Figures gathered by the state geo¬ 
logical survey in Maryland as prelimi¬ 
nary to the work of road improve¬ 
ment in that state show that of the 
4,483 miles of public road In the state 
only 1,360 miles are improved. The 
road laws are not of a character to in¬ 
sure good roads and, as a result, the 
roads are badly located, badly graded, 
badly drained and badly surfaced, 
causing a very heavy tax on all haul¬ 
ing. 

The average distance .each ton of 
freight is hauled to or from the Mary¬ 
land farms is 6.7 miles; the average 
cost Is 26 cents a miie per ton, or $1.74 
a ton for the whole haul. There are 
about 5,000,000 acres of farm land in 
Maryland, and there is about one ton 
of freight hauled annually per acre to 
or from each farm. . The total cost, 
therefore, of this transportation is over 
$8,000,000 a year. The cost of hauling 
in New Jersey has been reduced one- 
half whore the roads are improved. 
Therefore, by improving Maryland 
roads one-half of this sum could be 
saved. 

Making a liberal allowance for the 
fact that part of the hauling is done 
over toll roads and that Some of it goes 
over unimportant roads that could not 
be immediately improved, it Is estimat¬ 
ed that at least $3,000,000 a year could 
be saved by Improving the main roads 
in the state. A similar estimate is 
reached by considering the reduction 
In the number of draft animals neces¬ 
sary and the saying in the wear and 
tear on animals, wagons and harness 
by good roads.

The first importation to the United 
States of Red Polled, cattle was made 
in 1873. Not until 1882, however, did 
any considerable number of theta ap¬ 
pear on this side of the Atlantic, says 
"W. A. Sargent of Vermont In The 
American Cultivator. 

The breed in this country is but little 
known, and there are - today many 
farmers who have never seen them. 
They are English cattle and a very old 
breed—in fact, one of the oldest. 

We speak in relation to their being 
little known in this country from actu¬ 
al experience. Farmers in this section 
have visited our stables and upon see¬ 
ing our Red Polled bull, Peter A 12, 
have said they never heard of such 
cattle. Again, others confound them 
with the Polled Angus. 

The claim is made by breeders of Red 
Polled cattle that they are a general 
purpose animal. Specialists will de¬ 
ride the “general purpose” idea, but we 
must all allow that there are or may 
be two sides to every question. 

The meaning implied by the words 


“general purpose” as applied to Red

Polls is that they will produce as many 
superior milkers as any breed in ex¬ 
istence and that those which are not 
superior milk and butter producers can 
be very profitably fed into beef. 

A general description of these cattle 
is as follows: They are of uniform red 
color. The tip of the tail and udder 
may be white. When crossed on other 
breeds, the color is generally transmit¬ 
ted. They are hornless. When crossed 
with horned cattle, they impart this 
quality so thoroughly that 90 per cent 
of their progeny are hornless. 

Out of over 100 cows bred to Peter 
A 12 we have yet to find the first sign 
of horns on any of his get, and he has 
been used for service on Jerseys, 
Guernseys, Ayrshires and grades. 

In size they are good, but because of 
very short legs are deceiving in weight. 
Mature bulls weigh 1,800 to 2,200 

pounds, some up to 2,400 and 2,800. 
Mature cows weigh 1,100 to 1.G00 

pounds and will average 1,200 pounds 
or over. Our Atoka 13146 at 12 months 
of age weighed 800 pounds. 

They are easy keepers, being smooth 
and fine in bone and muscle, hardy and 
thrifty, mature early, fatten kindly 
and make beef of the very best qual¬ 
ity. Their dressed carcass is about 6S 
per cent of their live weight. They are 
gentle, docile and intelligent. A bull 
of this breed that ever becomes cross 
is exceedingly rare. 

They are superior milkers. They give 
a good quantity of very rich milk, and 
many of them never go dTy. The cows 
have good udders, with teats of good 
size. Average milk yield is 6,000 
pounds, with individuals running as 
high as 12,000 pounds in one year. 

Red Polls are very easily kept. As 
some breeder has put it. "Red Polls 
will thrive on what some other breeds! 
of cattle would staiwe on.” We only 
state a very few of the good qualities 
of this useful breed. 

A farmer who is dissatisfied with 
small, scrawny and scrubby cattle can 
by the use of a Red Polled bull soon 
develop his herd into a “thing of beau¬ 
ty and joy forever.” In other words, 
he can have in a few years a herd of 
red cattle all alike, all without horns, 
all of good size. A large percentage of 
them will be good milkers and butter 
producers. 

Here, then, are the points of the Red 
Polls: Beautiful appearance, good size, 
healthy, hardy, gentle and docile, intel¬ 
ligent, easily kept, good milk and but¬ 
ter producers, fatten quickly and dress 
two-thirds of their live weight. 


Bow Every Pnrt of tlie Vegetable 
!Uity lie Utilised. 

Judiciously planted in the cornfield, 
a crop of pumpkins can be raised as a 
sort of double crop that will make a 
most excellent food for cows in winter, 
says a correspondent of The American 
Cultivator. The value of root crops is 
well known in helping to regulate the 
bowels of the stock when fed heavily 
on grain in winter. Pumpkins come 
under this same class, and they should 
be fed for about the same purpose. 
Nature seems to have designed the 
pumpkins for the cornfield, for one can 
raise just enough to feed with the crop 
of* corn produced on the same land. In 
addition to this, the putapkins fur¬ 
nish excellent food for chickens. It 
is better for the stock to have the 
seeds removed, and it is better for the 
poultry to have the seed crushed, 
ground or broken. The feeding of 
pumpkins will largely decide their mer¬ 
its. To let tho stock eat them in the 
field is a great mistake. Gather them 
all for winter food and wait until other 
succulent food has disappeared. Then 
commence to feed the pumpkins grad¬ 
ually, increasing the quantity until the 
full diet is reached. One large pump¬ 
kin or two small ones per day for each 
animal is a liberal diet and sufficient 
to keep the system in excellent condi¬ 
tion. They should not he fed in large 
pieces at all. for there is danger of the 
cows getting choked with a -big lump. 
Cows actually break off and loosen 
their teeth trying to break up pump¬ 
kins fed to them in large pieces. It is 
no difficult work to break the pumpkins 
up and then chop them fine with a 
sharp ‘spade. Put them in a wooden 
tub, and in a few minutes a free use of 
the spade will reduce them to small 
pieces, which the cows can eat with 
relish. When first broken open, scoop 
out all of the inside part, thus remov¬ 
ing the seeds, which sometimes prove 
dangerous to the cows. Put the seeds 
and pulp in which they are buried into 
a sausage grinder and grind them up 
into small pieces. The seeds will thus 
all be crushed, so that the chickens can 
eat them without danger. They will 
also eat the pulp itself. This practice 
is certainly recommended by the chick¬ 
ens, which enjoy the feast and loOk for¬ 
ward to the ground pumpkin seeds ev-. 
ery day. Every part of the pumpkin is 
thus utilized, and one can obtain a 
winter's supply of good food for both 
stock and chickens-from the cornfield 
without much extra cost for labor. 
Those who do not plant pumpkin seeds 
freely in the cornfield lose far more 
than they realize aud miss a chance to 
get a double profit from the land.

“While the Edam cheese isn familiar 
visitor on the table.” said a grocer, 
“not every one knows whence it comes 
or how its cannon ball proportions and 
gay coloring have been achieved,” says 
The New England Grocer. “The north¬ 
ern part of Holland is the seat of the 
Edam cheese industry and the conse¬ 
quent cleanliness of the relish is. there¬ 
fore. doubly assured. In making it the 
fresh cow's milk is carefully strained 
and the rennet added. As soon as the 
milk curdles the whey is drawn off and 
the curd, thoroughly kneaded, is press¬ 
ed into molds. 

“This process is repeated until the 
whey has all been extracted and the 
curd is comparatively dry. It is then 
wrapped in a linen cloth and kept for 
10 or 12 clays until quite solid. Then 
the cloth is removed and the cheese 
put into salt lye. Afterward a little 
more dry salt is sprinkled on the 
cheese until the maker thinks it is salt 
enough to insure its keeping. It is 
next put into a vessel and washed 
with whey and scraped to remove the 
white crust. It is next carried into a 
cool room and laid on shelves, where it 
is frequently turned. 

“The ripening process lasts from two 
to three months, the round balls grow¬ 
ing the fine yellowish or reddish color 
peculiar to Edam cheese. The cheeses 
intended to he exported to this country 
are rendered still more brilliant by 
dyeing the rind with a vegetable dye.”

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Milk Preservative*. 

Look out for the man with tbe patent 
milk preservative, says The American 
Cultivator. 

There are various agents now abroad 
in the iand selling “Freezene,” “No Ice 
Needed Preservative,” "Liquid Milk 
Sweet” and several such nostrums in¬ 
tended incidentally to keep milk from: 
souring and primarily to gather in the 
farmer’s loose change. 

In all those several cases which have 
been reported to tbe Vermont experi¬ 
ment station the cbemictll basis of the 
preservative is the same. It is formal¬ 
dehyde (formalin), a powerful disin¬ 
fectant and germicide, but not a desir¬ 
able article of diet for the human spe¬ 
cies. It is not strictly and seriously 
poisonous, but it is held by all the best 
authorities to be harmful to the digest¬ 
ive system. 

It Is the same material now largely 
In use in creameries for preserving 
samples of milk for testing. It will 
certainly keep milk from souring, and 
It thus enables the slovenly dairyman 
to cover up many of his worst negli¬ 
gences, It leaves him free to enjoy the 
filth of an uhclean stable, to save him¬ 
self the trouble of cleaning his cans, to 
he as loose and lazy and wicked as he 
pleases. 

This Is not to say that the man who 
uses “Preservative," "Freezene” and 
the like is necessarily that sort of a fel¬ 
low, but these chemicals do protect 
him from the results of negligence and 
Ignorance and seem to the unpreju¬ 
diced observer to offer the careless 
milkman an undeserved salvation from 
his sins. 


Evils of Inbreeding. 

Dairymen who practice in and in 
breeding in their herds do so to attain 
quick improvement, says Professor 
Shaw. With the exercise of goOd judg¬ 
ment this may be done for a time, but 
it should never be long continued. The 
laws of nature are against it, and so 
are the laws of heaven. The most 
skillful molders of breeds have been 
forced to abandon such breeding after 
they attained the end sought. But not 
a few of them adhered to the practice 
until it had brought delicacy, disease, 
loss of size and loss of breeding power 
into their herds and in addition Various 
other ills. Such breeding is chiefly 
found in pure bred herds, and some¬ 
times it is Continued in the hope of in¬ 
creasing the price obtained for animals 
of a certain line of blood. The men 
who persistently adhere to such breed¬ 
ing will find themselves, like Iloratius. 
on the wrong side of their Tiber. The 
bridge Which they have built will have 
fallen, not by the blows of “fathers” 
and "commons,” but because of its I 
own weight through the bad materials 
put into it.

Tie modem Man and Nature. 

Modern man loves Nature—that 
is a point he feels pretty sure on. 
We hark back to Rousseau and 
Wordsworth; we study Manet mi¬ 
nutely, and count the Nature re¬ 
ferences in a Shelley ode, and listen 
for a wopd note wild in Meredith’s 
prose, and always give a sympa¬ 
thetic welcome to pastoral i ties' from 
the orchestra. Yes, we love Nature 
as Nature was never loved before; 
that is certain. 

But if modern man loves Nature, 
why does he not treat her with 
more respect, more consideration? 
Here is just such a paradox as we 
discover in the low-grade English¬ 
man’s treatment of his female re¬ 
latives. He loves his wife, but he 
blacks her eye. The coster thinks 
everything of his mother, but he 
jumps on her all the same. And 
we, for the past fifty years, have 
been jumping on Nature with both 
feet.

We have completely forgotten that 
the earth is ours not in fee simple, 
but only in trust for future genera¬ 
tions. What kind of an earth did 
we receive at the hands of 1850? A 
fair one, surely. And what kind of 
an earth shall we pass on to those 
of the opening century? A foul one, 
as surely—and one that becomes 
more foul, more defaced, more 
disfigured with • every pass¬ 
ing day. Scientific discoveries, 
mechanical processes,, engineering 
ingenuities have brought us where 
we are. The railroad,the mine, the 
factory, the quarry, the lumber- 
camp have undone us. Nature, once 
worshiped as a goddess, and later 
cherished as a mistress, is to-day 
but a lone female at the mercy of 
that conscienceless footpad, Com¬ 
mercial Gain, whose one idea is to 
throttle her. 

We love Nature, hut we defile 
her streams. We love Nature, but 
pollute her skies—because soft coal 
is a little cheaper than hard. We 
love her forests, but we hack them 
down, and then decamp to avoid 
! the taxes. We love her fields, but 
j we make them speak to us in loi¬ 
ters a cubit high of liver-pads and 
I lotions.

The first importation to the United 
States of Red Polled, cattle was made 
in 1873. Not until 1882, however, did 
any considerable number of them ap¬ 
pear on this side of the Atlantic, says 
W. A, Sargent of Vermont in The 
American Cultivator. 

The breed in this country is but little 
known, and there are today many 
farmers who have never seen them. 
They are English cattle and a very old 
breed—in fact, one of the oldest. 

We speak in relation to their being 
little known in this country from actu¬ 
al experience, Farmers in this section 
have visited our stables and upon see¬ 
ing our Red Polled bull, Peter A 12, 
have said they never heard of such 
cattle. Again, others confound them 
with the Polled Angus. 

The claim is made by breeders of Red 
Polled cattle that they are a general' 
purpose animal. Specialists will de¬ 
ride the “general purpose” idea, but we 
must all allow that there are or may 
be two sides to every question. 

The meaning implied by the words 


“general purpose” as applied to Red

Polls is that they will produce as many 
superior milkers as any breed in ex¬ 
istence and that those which are not 
superior milk and butter producers can 
be very profitably fed into beef. 

A general description of these cattle 
is as follows: They are of uniform red 
color. The tip of the tail and udder 
may be white. When crossed on other 
breeds, the color is generally transmit¬ 
ted. They are hornless. When crossed 
with horned cattle, they impart this 
quality so thoroughly that 90 per cent 
of their progeny are hornless. 

Out of over 100 cows bred to Peter 
A 12 we have yet to find the first sign 
of horns on any of his get, and he has 
been used for service on Jerseys, 
Guernseys, Ayrshires and grades. 

In size they are good, but because of 
very short legs are deceiving in weight. 
Mature bulls weigh 1,800 to 2,200 

pounds, some up to 2,400 and 2,800. 
Mature cows weigh 1,100 to 1,000 

pounds and will average 1,200 pounds 
or over. Our Atoka 1314G at 12 months 
of ago weighed 800 pounds. 

They are easy keepers, being smooth 
and fine in bone and muscle, hardy and 
thrifty, mature early, fatten kindly 
and make beef of the very best qual¬ 
ity. Their dressed carcass is about 08 
per cent of their live weight. They are 
gentle, docile and Intelligent. A bull 
of this breed that ever becomes cross 
is exceedingly rare. 

They are superior milkers. They give 
a good quantity of very rich milk, and 
many of them never go dry. The cows 
have good udders, with teats of good 
size. Average milk yield Is 0,000 
pounds, with Individuals running as 
high as 12,000 pounds in one year. 

Red Polls are very easily kept As 
some breeder has put It “Red Polls 
will thrive on what some other breeds! 
of cattle would starve on.” We only 
state a very few of the good qualities 
of this useful breed. 

A farmer who Is dissatisfied with 
small, scrawny and scrubby cattle can 
by the use of a Red Polled bull soon 
develop his herd Into a “thing of beau¬ 
ty and joy forever.” In other words, 
he can have in a few years a herd of 
red cattle all alike, all without horns, 
all of good size. A large percentage of 
them will be good milkers and butter 
producers. 

Here, then, are the points of the Red 
Polls: Beautiful appearance, good size, 
healthy, hardy, gentle and docile, intel¬ 
ligent, easily kept, good milk and but¬ 
ter producers, fatten quickly and dress 
two-thirds of their live weight. 


How Every Port of tlie Vegetable 
May Be Utilised, 

Judiciously planted in the cornfield, 
a crop of pumpkins can be raised as a 
sort of double crop that will make a 
most excellent food for cows in winter, 
says a correspondent of The American 
Cultivator. The value of root crops is 
well known in helping to regulate the 
bowels of the stock when fed heavily 
on grain in winter. Pumpkins come 
under this same class, and they should 
be fed for about the same purpose. 
Nature seems to have designed the 
pumpkins for the cornfield, for one can 
raise just enough to feed with the crop 
of corn produced on the same land. In 
addition to this, the pumpkins fur¬ 
nish excellent food for chickens. It 
is better for the stock to have the 
seeds removed, and it is better for the 
poultry to have the seed crushed, 
ground or broken. The feeding of 
pumpkins will largely decide their mer¬ 
its. To let the stock eat. them in the 
field is a great mistake. Gather them 
all for winter food and wait until other 
succulent food has disappeared. Then 
commence to feed the pumpkins grad¬ 
ually, increasing the quantity until the 
full diet is reached. One large pump¬ 
kin or two small ones per day for each 
animal is a liberal diet and sufficient 
to keep the system in excellent condi¬ 
tion. They should not. be fed in large 
pieces at all. for there is danger of the 
cows getting choked with a big lump. 
Cows actually break off and loosen 
their teeth trying to break up pump¬ 
kins fed to them in large pieces. It is 
no difficult work to break the pumpkins 
up and then chop them fine with a 
sharp ‘spade. Put them in a wooden 
tub. and in a few minutes a free use of 
the spade will reduce them to small 
pieces, which the cows can eat with 
relish. When first broken open, scoop 
out all of the inside part, thus remov¬ 
ing the seeds, which sometimes prove 
dangerous to the cows. Put the seeds 
and pulp in which they are buried into 
a sausage grinder and grind them up 
into small pieces. The seeds will thus 
all be crushed, so that the chickens can 
eat them without danger. They will 
also eat the pulp itself. This practice 
Is certainly recommended by the chick¬ 
ens, which enjoy the feast and look for¬ 
ward to the ground pumpkin seeds ev-. 
ery day. Every - part of the pumpkin is 
thus utilized, aud one can obtain a 
winter’s supply of good food for both 
stock and chickens-from the cornfield 
without much extra cost for labpr. 
Those who do not plant pumpkin seeds 
freely in the cornfield lose far more 
than they realize aud miss a chance to 
get a double profit from the land.

Edam CIicchc. 

“While the Edam cheese is a familiar 
visitor on the table.” said a grocer, 
“not every one knows whence it comes j 
or how its cannon hall proportions and 
gay coloring have been achieved,” says 
The New England Grocer. “The north-1 
ern part of Holland is the seat of the 
Edam cheese industry and the conse¬ 
quent cleanliness of the relish is. there¬ 
fore. doubly assured. In making it tho 
fresh cow's milk is carefully strained 
and the rennet added. As soon as the ’ 
milk curdles the whey Is drawn oil and 
the curd, thoroughly kneaded, is press¬ 
ed into molds. 

“This process is repeated until the 
whey lias all been extracted and the 
curd is comparatively dry. It is then 
wrapped in a linen Cloth and kept for 
10 or 12 days until quite solid. Then 
the cloth is removed and the cheese 
put into salt lye. Afterward a little 
more dry salt is sprinkled on the 
cheese until the maker thinks it is salt 
enough to insure its keeping. It is 
next put into a vessel and w’ashed 
With whey and scraped to remove the 
white crust. It is next carried into a 
cool room and laid on shelves, where it 
Is frequently turned. 

“The ripening process lasts from two 
to three months, the round bails grow¬ 
ing the fine yellowish or reddish color 
peculinr to Edam cheese. The cheeses 
intended to bo exported to this country 
are rendered still more brilliant by 
dyeing the rind with a vegetable dye.”

Milk Preservative*. 

Look out for the man with the patent 
milk preservative, says The American 
Cultivator. 

There ore various agents now abroad 
in the land selling "Freezene,” “No Ice 
Needed Preservative,” “Liquid Milk 
Sweet” and several such nostrums in¬ 
tended incidentally to keep milk from 
souring and primarily to gather in the 
farmer's loose change. 

In all those several Cases which have 
been reported to the Vermont experi¬ 
ment station the chemical basis of the 
preservative is the same, it Is formal¬ 
dehyde (formalin), a powerful disin¬ 
fectant and germicide, hut not a desir¬ 
able article of diet for the human spe¬ 
cies. It Is not strictly and seriously 
poisonous, but it is held by all the best 
authorities to be harmful to the digest¬ 
ive system. 

it is the same material now largely 
in use in creameries for preserving 
samples of milk for testing. It will 
certainly keep milk from souring, and 
it thus enables the slovenly dairyman 
to cover up many of his worst negli¬ 
gences. it leaves him free to enjoy the 
filth of an unclean stable, to save him¬ 
self the trouble of cleaning his cans, to 
be as loose and lazy and wicked as he 
pleases. 

This is not to say that the man who 
uses "Preservative,” “Freezene” and 
the like is necessarily that sort of a fel¬ 
low, but these chemicals do protect 
him from the results of negligence and 
ignorance and seem to the unpreju¬ 
diced observer to ofifXT the careless 
milkman tin undeserved salvation from 
his sins, 


Evils of InbrceilinK. 

Dairymen who practice in and in 
breeding in their herds do so to attain 
quick Improvement says Professor 
StaaW, With the exercise of good judg¬ 
ment this may be done for a time, but 
it should never be long continued. The 
laws of nature are against it and so 
are the laws of heaven, The most 
skillful molders of breeds have been 
forced to abandon such breeding after 
they attained the end sought But not 
a few of them adhered to the practice 
until it had brought delicacy, disease, 
loss of size and loss of breeding power 
into their herds and in addition various 
other ills.

The steppes 
are covered with snow more than six 
months of the year. The cows subsist 
on the tufts of grass which crop above 
the snow, and the rays of the sun on 
the snow are so dazzling as to cause 
blindness. To obviate this calamity it 
occurred to a kind hearted man to pro¬ 
tect the cows’ eyes In the same way as 
those of human beings, and he manu¬ 
factured smoke colored spectacles 
which could he safely worn by cattle. 
These spectacles were a great success 
and are now worn by upward of 40,300 
head of cattle, who no longer suffer 
frbia the snow blindness which once 
caused such suffering among them.—
